The Dnnstan district U sadly behind-hand 
in acclimatisation matters. Its residents, 
with one or two exceptions — notably, in 
Cromwell, Mr S. M. Dadohesh and Mr 6. 
W. Goodger, — have shown a culpable in- 
difference to so valuable a matter as stocking 
the County with birds and animals, and our 
streams with fish. From all quarters we read 
accounts of the success attending efforts to 
introduce thinj^s that vary the barrenness of 
New Zealand in many places, and make it 
more attractive. Individual efforts are most 
praiseworthy, but to obtain a large and 
extended benefit it is necessary that any 
movement in this direction should be con- 
ducted by some public body — one in the 
success of which all would feel that they have 
an interest. The branch society at Queens- 
town and the agency at Arrowtown show 
plainly what can be accomplished by a united 
effort. These local bodies are affiliated with 
the Dunedin society, and work in unison 
with the parent body. They indirectly re- 
ceive, in the shape of. a grant in money, a 
portion.of the subsidy voted by the Assembly 
in aid of acclimatisation purposes, and we 
believe this amounts to £100 per annum, but 
we are not quite certain as to the exact sum. 
The fees received for trout-fishing and game- 
shooting, though handed over to the Dun- 
edin society, are virtually returned to .the 
local contributing bodies. All these branch 
societies are the result of local earnestness 
{approaching to almost a patriotic spirit), for 
the seed sown now will he for the general 
public benefit hereafter, and the result will 
then be measured by a thousandfold return ; 
but to do this public good, people have 
stepped forward, put their hands in their 
pockets, and paid an annual subscription. 
The Municipal Coimcil at Queenstown is said 
to have expended over £300 in this direction, 
and the Lake County Council has also given 
a donation of £25, if not more, to the local 
society. It m,ay be said that not much has 
been gained by so lavish an expenditure, hut 
failures and want of experience made the first 
attempts costly ones. A society established 
here, even though late in the d.ay, would 
receive the benefit of all these efforts made 
in the Lake or other districts. It would not 
he necessary, for example, to procure fish 
ova or even young from a long distance, or 
incur the risk of those toilsome journeys of 
two and three days in a coach, specially 
chartered for the service. Abundance of 
material to work upon can he ahlained from 
enterprising neighbors on either aide of us. 
Though time has been lost, again is obtained 
in the result of trials made by others — we are 
enabled to profit by their experience. We 
have a number of rivulets and creeks quite 
suitable for trout, and ponds and dams in 
which to place perch. Messrs Dalgliesh and 
GoonoER have shown us that pheasants will 
succeed. The Californian quail is another 
bird easily procurable. Hares could be also 
introduced, and they would, in two or three 
years, afford coursing sport, for which this 
district is admirably suited, besides affording 
a tempting dish of food. Then such a body 
Could see to the planting of useful and 
ornamental trees, and in a variety of ways 
do much to make onr local habitation more 
attractive and enjoyable. We trust th.al the 
matter will be taken up in an earnest spirit, 
— that without loss of time a local body will 
be formed and be properly and zealously 
supported by the residents of the district, 
who in the end will be the chief gainers from 
the successful inauguration of so useful a 
society.

Ddnedin, March 15, 9.16 a.m. 

A diabolical murder was committed in 
Cumberland-street early yesterday. James 
Grant, a butcher, aged 30 years, was killed 
in bed by the blow of an axe on his head, 
and his hoy, aged one year, suffocated in bed 
from smoke. Mrs Grant had three wounds 
on her head, inflicted by an axe, and was 
found unconscious. She died early this 
morning. The murderer, after finishing his 
work, set fire to the bed. The tire attracted 
the attention of neighbors, none of whom 
had heard the slightest noise about the place. 
There is great excitment in the city. The 
police are completely baffled, as no motive 
for the deed is apparent. 

This Day, 9.33 a.m. 

The police at Waiknuaiti last night arrested 
a man named Butler, alias Donnelly, on 
Bus))icion of being the Cumberland-street 
murderer. On being confronted by the con- 
stables he presented a six-shooter, fully 
loaded, but made no attempt to use it. 
Butler was recently discharged from gaol, 
after doing three years for burglary. Great 
excitement continues. The inquest will be 
held to'day.

The Nihilist who attempted to assassinate 
General Melikoff is found to be a baptised 
Jew^, and his connection with the Nihilist 
organisation is undoubted. 

Acting under the despotic powers conferred 
upon him, Melikoff has ordered the man's 
immediate execution without trial by hang- 
ing. 

March 16. 

Wodesky was hanged this morning out- 
side St. Peterburg in presence of an immense 
concourse of spectators. When interrogated 
as to his accomplices the prisoner firmly re- 
fused to afford the authorities any informa- 
tion. He was escorted from the gaol to the 
gallows by a strong force of military and 
police as an attempt at rescue was appre- 
hended.

Oats for green food or hay 
covered 3154 acres, and for grain 812 acres, the 
product expected being 2.3,767 bushels. Twelve 
acres of barley are sown, calculated to give .340 
bushels. Dn-ler the head of “ grasses.” we find 
that there are 200 acres broken up and in 
cuUiva'ion, while 24.34 acres .are de.vote t to hay 
without having been broken up. 404 tons of 
potatoes are looked for from 102.) acres planted 
avith the indispensaWe tuber Various crops, 
not enumerated, occupy 38| acres. Of last 
year’s crop remaining on hand, the returns show 
only 4 bushels of wheat, and of oats 464 bushels. 

Our telograms to-day convey startling 
intelligence respecting a terrible tragedy enacted 
in Dunedin nn Sunday morning, wherein a man 
and his wife were brutal ly murdered and their 
child suffocated. It will be seen that a man 
named Butler alias Donnelly has been arrested 
on suspicion of the diabolical crime, and strong 
evidence is present of his having during the 
same night been guilty of arson, the residence 
of a Dunedin solicitor, Mr Stamper, having been 
destroyed by fire, and some property stolen 
from the house found on IJonnelly when 
arrested. An attempt at bnigl iry was made at 
a neighboring house, th.at of Mr Grant 
Farquhar, the same night, but it was not 
successful. The man Donnelly will be re- 
membered as a resilient in Cromwell in 1876, 
when he assumed the position of teacher in the 
G.athnlic School here, but was dismissed for 
irregular conduct ami a wcl'-grnuuded suspicion 
of having stolen a sum of money from the 
residence of the Rev. Father Kebne. Shortly 
afterwards he was arrested in Dunedin and tried 
for a number of robberies froni housos be had 
burglariously entered, one of them bring that of 
Bishop Moran. For the purposes of disguise he 
bad broken into the property-room of the 
Queen’s 'I’hentre and stolen therefrom wigs, and 
this ultimately led to bis arrest and conviction, 
when he was sentenced to three year’s imjirison- 
ment. Whoever the miirilercr may be. he 
appears to have declared war .against society, 
and to have ilevelo]ie'l bloodthirsty propon.silies. 
Tlie instrument used bv the mnrderer was an 
American axe, and Mr Grant’s skull was cleft 
with one blow, and death must have been 
instautancons. It is cvirlciit th.at he wa,s at- 
tacked while asleep, and that after the blow 
was dealt he never moved. The murderer then 
turned on Mrs Grant, and inflicted three W' Unds 
on the left side of the head with the hack of the 
axe. One of the blows must have been very 
violent, as it almost carrioil awav tho ear. Slio 
was no doubt supposed to be killed also, but in 
this the ruffian was mistaken, ns although she 
was left unconscious, life was not extinct. An 
infant child was sleeping in the bed at the time, 
but no attack was made on it, but it was suffo- 
cated by the smoke. The work of murder hav- 
ing now been c mipTeted, a lighted candle was 
placed under the bed, with the viow of destroy- 
ing all traces nf the crime. Happily this inten- 
tion was frustrated, as the smoko from the 
burning bnildinf^ was observed, and the fire 
subdued before it. got a hold. Donnelly baa 
been charged with the awfni crime, and has 
been remanded tjll Monday next.

Dr Lc.ahy stated that there was nothing to 
account for death but drowning ; so far as could 
be seen, there were no wounds sufficient to cause 
death. The jury therefore, without retiring, 
returned a simple verdict of " Found drowned." 

The following appears in the report of

This is 
undoubterlly the case ou Mr Giiffiths’ farm, 
where we were yesterday shown a .field of 50 
acres of red straw wheat which would be very 
hard to beat in any part of the colony, The 
crop is entirely grown on the silt left by the 
flood, the thickness being from one foot to 
eighteen inches, and Mr Griffiths informs us he 
expects the paddock to yield an average of 60 
bushels to the acre.”

The proclamation, 
if of any value, should he capable of being 
operated upon, aud v/e very much fear that 
pres.^ure is being exercised in interested circles 
to obstruct the settlement of the claims of the 
several applicants. 

T he following (wiite.s a con esponclent 
at Arrowtown) will give creditors a fair idea of 
how the proceeds of an estate are melted after 
its gross proceeds have re.alised nearly 20s in 
the £. The case alluded to (in rt Algeo, a 
Innkriipt) was heard at the last sitting nf the 
District Court at Arrowtown, on application of 
bankrupt’.^ solicitor for an order on the trustee 
to pay £42 Ss 4d. costs. The creditors’ trustee 
stated to his Honor th.at he had realised upon 
all the property available with cousiderabla 
trouble during the past eight months j he had 
realised a total of £73 14s, and the proved debts 
were about £74 lOs of all accounts he knew. 
The expenses were some £28, thus leaving a 
balance nf £46 lOs to be divided among the 
creditors. The bankrupt bad stated to him 
(the trustee) that he had paid liis lawyer a 
considerable sum to get him through the 
Court, and the trustee having had, up to 
29th January last, uo more demands under 
the estate, declared a dividend nf 11s in 
the £. A f ter notice to that effect was published , 
be was presenteil with tlie above bill of costs, 
which he considered the liankrapt should pay — 
the more especially as he had been in receipt of 
£2 10s a week for many months after his 
declaration of irsolvency, ami altlnnigh he (the 
trustee) had ordered the bankrupt to pay into the 
estate the sum of 10s per week, he had not up 
to the present time paid anything, He asked 
his Honor to make an orler for the bankrupt to 
pay the whole of his solicitor’s costs. His Honor 
saiil in reply he could make nn order ; the bank- 
rupt was snpiiosetl to have nothing, and if he 
did not pay the IDs per week, according to the 
trustee’s or-lcr, he shonbl be summoned before 
him. An order would be granted f.ir the 
solicitor’s costs spplieil for. The trustee 
ventnreil to express an opinion that the costs 
were most extravagant, whereupon the solicitor 
warned him that fie laiil himsrdf open to an 
-action for slander. The trustee appealed to his 
Honor ns to whether he had s.aid anything dis- 
respectful. The Judge held that nothing wrong 
had been saiil ; the trustee was not the taxing- 
master, however. The Court would tax the 
costs. This having been done, his Honor 
deducted L8 16s lOd. leaving a balance of L33 
11s to lie p.aiil the solicitor — thus making the 
total expenses nf administering tho estate some- 
wliere about 1,62, and leaving about LIl to be 
divided among the crcilitnrs, out of 1,73 I4s 
reali.sed by the trustee after considerable trouble. 
This little history will give the British public a 
fair idea of the chances of a dividend in a small 
bankrupt estate, under certain circumstances.

40 member were present, and the drill 
generally gave satisfaction to the inspecting 
©fiScer, who, through Captain Brown, spoke 
highly of the officers’ qualifications, and 
informed the company that he would have 
pleasure in reporting favorably of the men’s 
efficiency. A. considerable number of ladies 
and gentlemen occupied the stage of the 
Athenseum Hall during the evening. The 
Queenstown corps was inspected on Friday 
evening, about 40, including band, being on 
parade. The Arrow muster was a disappoint- 
ment, the weather throughout the whole of 
Saturday being such as to preclude the 
attendance of any members living out of the 
township. With their new uniforms, recently 
received from England, the Queenstown and 
Arrow men presented a very fine appearance, 
and the Major-General spoke in favorable 
terms of the work done, considering the dis- 
advantages of limited apace for wheeling and 
extended movements. Capt. Brown, com- 
manding the District, was present at the 
several inspections. 

A shooting match by the members of the 
Cromwell company has been arranged for to- 
morrow (St Patrick’s Day) at the Cromwell 
butts. Firing begins at one o’clock. 

We understand that Captain Brown, com- 
manding the District, with a view to testing 
the shooting capabilities of the Arrow, 
Queenstown and Cromwell companies — which 
has been much discussed since the District 
prize- Bring — has offered a five-guinea medal 
to be competed for at the Arrow butts be- 
tween five men from each corps, the match 
to take place on Saturday, l7th April. It is 
to be hoped that the match will be arranged 
as the result will be eagerly watched not 
only by District Volunteers, but also by the 
general public. 

The Queenstown battery of Artillery has 
lodged a protest against the firing of the 
Arrow and Cromwell companies for the 
District prizes. The grounds of objection 
are— (1) That members have fired at 
Bannockburn and Macctown, and been 
awarded prizes — those ranges not having 
been appointed places for firing. — (2) That 
members of both corps have fired keeping 
their own scores, the officers (supervisors) 
appointed respectively not being in charge. ! 

Our Queenstown correspondent mentions ' 
a mmor that Capt. Finn will assume com- 
mand of the Lake District on 1st ultimo. It ' 
will be remembered that this officer resigned 
the position on being elected to the House 
of Kepresentatives, when Capt Brown was 
appointed to the office. No official in- 
timation has been made of the change, so 
that it is impossible now to touch upon the 
reasons that have led to the re-appointment 
of Capt. Finn — supposing the statement 
made to ha correct. 

The Volunteer Service Gazette severely 
criticises the manner in which the Prize- 
flring was conducted at Nelson. It says that 
“ from Majors Baillie and Lean down to the 
scorers and markers, muddling seems to have 
been the order of the day.” 

Captain James Thomson has been ap- 
pointed Major of the Southland Volunteer 
District, notwithstanding the amount of 
wire-pulling and adverse influence exercised 
in certain quarters against him. Although a 
young man, Major Thomson is in every 
respect qualified for the office to which he 
has been promoted, and will prove no mere 
ornament, but a practical 'worker for the 
advancement of volunteering. 

It is stated by the Oamaru papers that at 
least 120 Volunteers from North Otago will 
attend the review to be held at Christchurch 
during Easter, including portions of all the 
companies forming a battalion. 

The total number of Volunteers in the 
colony is 8247, exclusive of cadets, who 
number 1901. 

The Southland News understands that the 
Geneial Man.ager of the Southland section 
of railways has expressed his willingness to 
provide a special train to carry the Volunteers 
visiting the Christchnrch Demonstration from 
Invercargill to Dunedin on the night of the 
Thursday preceding Good Friday, in order to 
enable them tn proceed with the Dunedin men 
North on the following day. The only stipula- 
tion is that the number of men going must he 
sufficient to warrant the Department in putting 
the train on.

The talk of the day is, of course, the 
Masonic ball, and although everybody ex- 
pected something grand and exclusive, but 
few seemed to be prepared to find that 
there were germs of an “ Arrow-stockracee,” 
smouldering in the hitherto unpretentlnns 
society of the Arrow. Vhether the fact that 
we are getting poorer, and consequently 
prouder, has anything to do with it, it is 
difficult to decide, but it is clear that the 
golden rule — one man is as good as another — 
does no longer apply to Arrow society, and 
by the distinction lately made, it would 
appear that the women are a “ big, big D ” 
worse- that is, however, only in their own 
estimation — for it is with the fair sex that 
the divison occurs, and nobody can tell how 
deep it may go, or where it may end. Some- 
how nr another the fact has been discovered 
that female servants are not so good as their 
female masters. I would like to know who 
made the discovery? I know a few mistresses, 
whom I also knew as servants a few years 
ago, but were I asked the question as to their 
improvement by the transmorgrification, the 
answer would puzzle me more than any 
other. Moral for the Arrow ladies — 

Ne’er go to service, if a lady you’d he, 

And a member of the Arrow-stockracee. 

After manydelays, caused by some hitch or 
another, the sale of the lease of the Arrow- 
town extension came off at last. There was 
a fair muster of buyers, and in many of the 
lots put up the bidding was lively, though 
by no m^ans keen. The lots, which averfiged 
about one acre and a quarter, fetched about 
an average of 15s yearly rental each. ' This 
price is certainly not very high, but when it 
is considered that the land is of an inferior 
quality, and not favorably situated, except 
that it is in close proximity to the town, it 
realised as much as it is worth. In the mean- 
time the great end has been served ; settle- 
ment of the right kind has been promoted, 
and very material assistauue will be rendered 
the corporation, whosecoffers will be benefited 
to the extent of some L50 per annum. 

Last week furnished another proof of the 
payability of the Macetown reefs. A cake 
of ISlozs — the result of 130 tons of stone 
from the Gladstone Co.’s claim — was turned 
out by the Maryborough Battery. The cake 
is exceedingly clean, and quite a beauty. 
The stone put through the mill, for the above 
quantity of cold, contained a great deal of 
mullock, which, under the circumstances, 
conld not possibly be separated. The com- 
pany obtained the quartz under some 
difficulty, on aconiiiit of the great angles 
described by tiie reef. The reef has now 
again resumed the vertical, and measures 
fully three feet in width, showing gold freely. 
Other cakes are shortly expected from the 
Tip., Maryborough, and Homeward Bound 
oomp.anies. The North Tipperary is expect- 
ing to strike the reef shortly. 

Speaking of the Macetown reefs, ] feel 
called upon to warn your readers again.st 
accepting as literally correct all the news 
and statements which emanate from Queens- 
town concerning these reefs. It is siitficieutly 
evident that a strong substratum of je,alousy 
exists in the City of the Lakes, and corres- 
pondents in that quarter, for their own peace, 
would do better by leaving the circulation of 
news from the reefs to local reporters, who 
have superior f.-icilities of sifting the truth- 
fulness or otherwise of the news going. To 
show the harm promiscuous statement may 
do, 1 may mention that a local, which 
appeared in the Walcatip Mail, stating that 
labor on the reef was scarce, was the means 
of bringing people from a distance up to 
Macetown, only to find that they have been 
sent upon a wild goose chase. The writer 
of the local must have been utterly ignorant 
and heartless in bringingmen from a distance 
at this time of the year, when it is well 
known that companies are compelled to 
shorten hands. 

The first death occurred at the Arrow 
Hospital on Friday last. Mrs W. Houlihan, 
who has been ailing for some time, denarted 
this life after a painful illness, and was 
buried on Sunday afternoon. The Rev. 
Father Mackay officiated at the burial 
ceremony. 

News reached here last Thursday that the 
Governor had sigued an Order in Council 
for a loan of L2500 for a water supply for 
Arroivtnwn. .As may easily be surmised the 
information has caused general satisfaction. 
The surveys and other preliminaries for the 
commencement of the work are already com- 
pleted, and when the loan has passed the 
several committees, and reached the dis- 
bursement stage, the work may at once be 
commenced. It is not likely that any 
difficulty will arise to prevent the Council 
completing negotiations, for as far as can ha 
learned, the terms offered are extremely 
liberal. The interest is fixed at 7 per cent, 
par annum, and the amount is to be re- 
paid in 2.0 yearly instalments of LlOO each. 

Major-General Davidson and Acting-Major 
Brown of your town, in command of Vincent 
and Lake County ‘Volunteer Corps, inspected 
the Arrow contingent, on Saturday last. 
Owing to the d.ay and night being miserably 
wet and cold, only a limited number of 
Volunteers put in an appearance. The men 
who attended the inspection did their best, 
as did also Instructor Scully, who aernionised 
less upon this occasion than is usual with 
him. Some say that the men were put out 
by this unwonted phenomenon in the 
sergeant, and that by sheer surprise they 
were quite bewildered and went frequently 
astray.

Volunteering has formed the chief topic of 
conversation here during the past week. 
Some way or another, nearly every male, 
member of our small community is directly 
or indirectly interested in the corps. The 
apjiroaching review at Christchurch and the 
official visit of inspection of Major-General 
Davidson have lent their interest to the talk 
of the day. About 50 volunteers from the 
'Arrow and Queenstown, including our brass 
band, will go to the review. The corps 
under inspection on Friday night at the 
Town Hal! attraoied a large attendance, and 
the ladies came out in great force in the 
gallery, witnessing the various evolutions. 
The drill was unsatisfactory, as room drills 
in a limited apace must be— the now recruits 
were not up to the mark, and the officers 
also sometimes made mistakes. Yet the 
body looked a fine one, and in some move- 
ments were perfect, as in marching and retir- 
ing in line. This part of the drill was 
favorably noticed by the inspecting officer, 
who, however, through Captain Finn, told 
the company that they were unsteady in 
other movements. The band played magnifi- 
cently, and gained warm encomiums from 
the General both on parade and for a serenade 
afterwards. Mr Nancarrow excelled himself 
on the cornet, and if he proves in the same 
good form at Christchurch, his playing is 
sure to attract attention. It is stated that 
arrangements have been made whereby Capt. 
Finn resumes oommand of the district. The 
change, it is said, is to take place on the 1st 
of April next, but it may prove a canard or 
an All Fool’s Day joke. It should be men- 
tioned that much of the smartness in appear- 
ance of the local corps is due to the im])rove- 
ment made in their regimentals ; the helmets 
are very showy, being in black with burnished 
brass mountings. Therefore, as far as dress 
is concerned, the local corps has no cause to 
be ashamed of its appearance on parade. , 

We are threatened with an influx of , 
visitors at Eastertide, and where they are to 
find accommndation is already a matter of , 
conjecture. There is to be an “old identity” . 
picnic, and then the Government cheap - 
excursion. It seems hut the other day that , 
such a trip w.as a hard and long three days’ 
journey, and that one had to “fork out” for 
vhe privilege of having one’s limbs almost 
dislocated the trifling sum of £6 lOs and 
travelling cxpen.scs. The times are indeed 
changed, but the only lament that can arise 
comes from coaching circles — from King 
Cobb, who is dethroned and whose vocation 
is gone. But where are the people to be 
housed 1 Those whom Host Eichardt chooses 
to accommodate will be “in clover.” The 
ether hotels will accommodate 50 or 60 more, 
but the invasion is spoken about as of 
hundreds coming. The day is not far 
distant when we shall see an hotel company. 
The suggestion in tliese d.ays of companies is 
presented fur the cousider.ation of so enter- 
prising an hotel-keeper as Mr Eiohardt. Ho 
has plenty of ground and a commanding 
position, but to build a palatial hotel, worthy 
of the Lake, is beyond the limits of an indi- 
vidual person. We shall, of course, have to 
do the best we can with (in some cases, it is 
to be feared) the “ noble army of martyrs.” 
Much, however, depends upon the clerk of 
the weather. 

The Connty Council has at last received 
its quota of the retained Provincial sum of 
£64.000, the General Government having 
been compelled to “ante up.” The sum is 
£5,700, which will in all probability be added 
to by another £300. The Hon. Mr M‘Lean 
deserves the thanks of the various county 
councils for his three years’ exertions to 
secure the repayment of a debt due to the 
old Province of Otago. The Council is now 
in funds to the extent of some £10,000. 
With every probability of the whole of the 
land fund being seized, and of the with- 
drawal of the £ for £ subsidy, it behoves 
that body to be more careful for the future 
and deal with this handsome amount as if it 
were a nest-egg. Time will tell. In the 
meantime the JTacetown companies for an 
expenditure of £300 upon a purely' local road 
won't sign a bond pledging themselves to 
keep the road made with it in repair till the 
30th November next. The refusal is not at 
.all a pleasing feature, especially if the reefs 
are so rich as stated. The guarantee is 
merely a flea-bite. 

Heavy rains have fallen, and the grass 
crop may yet partially recover. “ Better late 
than never ” is an old saying exemplified in 
this instance, and that is all that can be said 
about it. The high winds which accompanied 
the rain have played “ old gooseberry ” with 
the orchards. The fruit this year is not so 
good and large as in previfius ones, the pro- 
tracted drought having told severely upon 
the trees, and producing the red spider and 
aphis, galore. 

Wheat is unsaleable over 3s 4d on the 
spot, and farmers will send away a good deal 
of produce. Mr Dwyer and another large 
grower propose shipping Home direct from 
the Bliift. At last rates quoted, wheat is 
worth fully 6s 6d per bushel at Home. 



Onr Mt. Ida contemporary understand.^ 
that the horse “Scamp,” the winner of the Dun- 
eJin Jockey Club Hurdle R.acc and the Steeple- 
cha^e, was bred in Vincent County, ami was till 
quite lately owned and raced at district meet- 
ings in Manintnto and A^incent under the name 
of “ Larrikin” by Mr Jones, of Cambrian.

March 9. 

The common cry for some time past has 
been for rain, and it is not often the people 
of Southland are short of the above com- 
modity. The boot is generally on the other 
font. We often have too much ; but for the 
last two or three months, hardly a bucketful 
has fallen. The results in some of the dry 
localities have no doubt been ruinous to the 
owners of stock. Cattle and sheep began to 
die off, for the want of moisture. .About the 
town many of the inhabitants have been 
obliged for some time past to buy their 
water at the rate of 6s per barrel I and if 
rain does not soon come, a great deal of 
sickness may be expected. There have been 
several cases of diphtheria already — one or 
two having a fatal termination. If this 
sultry and muggy weather continues much 
longer, the results will be distressing. The 
municipal authorities have taken, every 
precaution to guard against an epidemic, by 
depositing powerful disinfectants along the 
bottoms of the ditches and back-slums, which 
abound in the locality. But, as I am writing 
this, rain has sot in — thank goodness ! How 
long it will last, is another thing. To do 
any good, we want at least about 48 hours 
of a steady down-pour — not only for a 
supply of the precious liquid, but to wash 
away and cleanse the accumulations of filth 
which must have gathered during this long 
spell of hot weather. 

The resuscitated Southland Jockey Club 
held its first Race-meeting at the old course 
at One-tree Point on Thursday and Friday 
last. Of course the weather both days was all 
that could be wished for. The racing itself 
was very poor, except one or t«o of the 
minor events, which were well contested. 
The “ Cup” race may be regarded as a perfect 
farce, except to the owner of Chancellor and 
Titania, who pocketed the money. The 
handicapping was ridiculous ; district horses 
stood no chance with such cracks. For one 
race run on Friday, the Stewards took the 
handicapping out of Mr Moore’s hands, and, 
believe me, they made it “ hot” for the 
Dunedin horses — so hot that the horses were 
scr.atched for that particular event. As it is* 
Messrs Mason and Goodman, between them, 
take over L300 of the whole amount of prize- 
money — L4O0 odd. They say “bought wit 
i.s better than taught wit.” The committee 
next year must either make the Cup money 
larger, to ensure keener competition, by 
bringing a greater number of good horses 
together ; or the handicapping must be on a 
different sc'tlo to this last meeting, so as to 
give better satisfaction ti> tho subscribers to 
the race fund and the public in general. 

The Invercargill Garrison Band gave a 
promenade concert in the balcony of Sloan’s 
Theatre on Saturday evening. The pieces 
selected were from a new version of “ William 
Tell,” received from Homo by the mail be- 
fore last. The composition took a prize of 
300 guineas at a musical festival in Man- 
chester, and it is intended to make this the 
band’s chef de auvre at the forthcoming review 
at Christchurch.

London, February 28, 

General Loris Melikoirs dictatorship has 
checked the panic in St. Petersbnrg. Tho 
Standard alleges that General Melikoff is a 
natural son of the Czar by an Armeni-an lady. 

Ver.a Sassulitch, who some time ago created 
great interest in connection with the Nihilist 
plots, has been arrested at St. Petersburg. 

The North German Gazette., Berlin Post, and 
Pesther TAoyd violently threaten Russia, ami 
say that it is necessary to crash Panshavisra in 
order to prevent a Franco-Russian alliance. 
They allege that the condition of Russia is 
favorable for the opportunity of crippling her. 

A list of 27 matches has been arranged for 
the Australian cricketers between the 17th of 
May and 10th of September. 

March 8, 

It has been announced to-day that Parliament 
will he dissolved at Easter. The general 
elections will take place during April, and tha 
new Parliament will, it is expected, he sum- 
moned for the despatch of business at the begin- 
ning of May. 

March 9. 

The Premier (Rarl Beaconsfield) has issued a 
manifesto addressed to the Viceroy of Ireland, 
in which he invites the opinion of the country 
on the question of the maintenance of the unity 
of the British Empire. His Lordship furlhet 
asks Ireland to express an opinion as to the 
necessity or otherwise for a predominance of 
F,ngUsh influence in the councils of Europe. 

Washington, M.arch 9. 

President Hayes, in a message to the Senate, 
has pointed out that it is necessary that tho 
cnnstniction and working of the Panama Canal 
should be under the control of the United States. 

London, March 11. 

In the House of Commons to-day the 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer delivered his 
Budget Speech. In the course of it ho showed 
that" the revenue for the past financial year 
.amounted tn LSI), 860, 000, and the expendifnre 
to 1.84,216.000. He estimated the revenue for 
the ensuing financial year at LSI, 560, 000, and 
the expenditure at 1.81,485,000, To meet the 
last deficiency 1.6,000,000 of Exchequer bills 
I will he converted into terminable annuities. 
There will be no increase of taxation. 

March 12. 

Information has been received from Shanghai 
that a serious revolt of Chinese at Pekin’ has 
taken place.

Mr James Davies and party returned on 
Saturday week to obtain further requirements 
for the prosecution of their prospecting 
exertions. They have sunk a shaft to the 
depth of twelve feet, and driven through a 
clearly defined reef. They brought down 
large blocks of stone from all portions of tlie 
shaft^that is from the various portions of 
the reef, through which they broke twice, 
The reef is three or four feet wide, and gold 
is seen all through the stone, . but not with- 
out examination. A combined sample of 
some 20 pounds la being forwarded to the 
Laboratory (museum Wellington) for further 
testing purposes i also a sample from a proh- 
iihle silver mine or antimony lode or reef, 
j avies and party appear to have no intention 
\o form a company and sell scrip ; if they 
did so, it is doubtful whether success would 
attend them. The whole district is a net- 
work of reefs, and several other pronounced 
reefs are known. Beefing will, however, 
always require, for a time at least, capital to 
develope its industry. Unless the Queens- 
town people are more alive to their interests 
than they are at present, it would not be 
surprising to find that Dunedin and other 
centres will be fitting out prospecting parties 
and score “ lucky finds. With the net-work 
of reefs just mentioned, room exists for all. 
The “ Macetown reefs," so hard and costly 
to work, tend to your direction ; the Shotover 
reefs strike towards the West Coast. 
No fear can be entertained about the reefing 
resources of Otago and Souhland. They will 
not all be reefs, “Al,” but many “blows,” 
“spurs,” and “veins” will give remunerative 
employment. The Gladstone, Macctown, 
crushing is to give a great result, but it is not 
yet known here. It should do so for every 
effort has been made, and although it is a 
difficult reef in some respects to work, yet 
it has good approaches. Want of timber is 
one of the most serious drawbacks to the 
Macetown reefs ; next the rigour of the 
winter season there. 

The Macetown correspondent of the Dun- 
edin Times fully confirms, in the latter por- 
tion of his recent report, all statements in 
these letters concerning those reefs and their 
management. No further remark is therefore 
necessary in connection with them. 

Davies, Wilson, and Williams havereturned 
from their inspection of the new reef discovered 
at Head of the Lake. It is an immense slip, 
butthouaands of tons of quartz are ascertained 
to be in it. Another trial shaft has been 
sunk — a considerable distance from the first 
one, and both the casing and stone show 
gold. Some casing, washed, gave very flatter- 
ing indications. ’ In this stone fine gold is to 
be seen throughout, and at this portion of the 
reef it has a blue, honey-combed appearance. 
Of course, some very rich stone in portions of 
the reef has been met with, but it is intended 
to crush the whole of the reef. Bour per- 
manent hands are to be employed upon it. 
The reef has been known for years, and some 
specimens obtained from it ; bu t, strange to say, 
it has never been prospected properly before. 
The assay of atone, with only barely-visible 
gold in it, gavefiozs ISdwts 12gra at W ellington. 
Another parcel from the new shaft has been 
forwarded tor similar testing. Reports are 
current of other discoveries in that portion 
of the country, and one sanguine individual 
states that he has found no less than eleven 
reefs. There is, however, nothing to con- 
firm the correctness of these rumors. 

The yield from the old stone taken out 
from the Nugget and Cornish Reef, Upper 
Shotover, is stated to be showing fair results 
under the new system of crushing it. A cake 
of 80 ozs was brought down this week. There 
is nothing new from the late discoveries at 
Muddy Creek, or from the old reefs at 
Skippers. 

It is stated that several silver lodes or 
deposits have been discovered in different 
parts of the district, but time will show 
whether these are genuine bodies, and able 
to be worked profitably. A silver lode will 
have to be either extremely rich or of con- 
siderable dimensions to ensure such a result. 
The passing round of small specimens is really 
no proof of the value of this or that argentifer- 
ous vein or deposit. All experiments made 
in the Nelson district, West Coast, Ac., show 
that difficulties arise in the shape of obtain- 
ing continuous and profitable returns, though 
very rich yields have been obtained from 
some small portions of the deposits worked. 
It is to be hoped that the silver mines of this 
district, when opened out, will prove of good 
average quality throughout, and be of a more 
permanent character than those hitherto 
worked elsewhere.

Mr D. L. Simpson has accepted the 
position of Engiueur to the Dunedin Harbor 
Board at a salary of LBOO per anmiin. 

The dismissal of Major Kemp as Native 
assessor and land-purchase ollicur has been 
gazetted. The ground of dismissal is stated 
to be “ disobedience of orders and turbulent 
conduct.” 

Commander Cecil D’Arcy, of BulWs 
frontier horse, Natal, who gained the 
Victoria Cross for conspicuous gallantry at 
the aftafr on the Ehlobane Mountain on 
March 28, 1879, is a native of this colony, 
having been horn at Wanganui in 1851. 

It is repotted from trustworthy sources 
(says the MoHh Otago Times), that some of 
the hanking institutions of the colony are 
issuing stringent orders to prohibit their 
clerks from boarding or sleeping at hotels, 
and from smoking in the streets. 

In New South Wales, some experiments 
have been made at th'e instance of a number 
of gentlemen interested in meat-preserving, 
tending to show the advisability of sending 
sheep Home in a frozen state without taking 
off the skin and wool. A fat wether was 
sent down from Young on the 14th ultimo, 
in a frozen state, and eight days afterwards 
was skinned, and found perfectly sweet. 

Hackett, Scott, Morgan and Fawcett, 
directors of the Provincial and Suburban 
Bank, Melbourne, have been found guilty, 
also Richard H”. VVillis, manager. The Chief 
.Tustice fined the directors £50 each, and 
the manager £250, remarking that the dis- 
grace of a conviction was, he supposed, 
punishment sufficient without imprisonment. 
The fines were paid. Great discontent exists 
at the leniency of the sentence. 

A romantic case of suicide occurred at 
Melbourne. A steady youth named Walter 
Henry Brace, aged 15, conceived a strong 
affection for a girl named Rosa Cootes, 12 
years of age. Recently they quarrelled, and 
she told the lad, no doubt in jest, to go and 
poison himself. On Sunday evening, 29th 
February, he obtained cyanide of potassium 
from a photographer where he was employed, 
and poisoned himself. On liis dead body 
was found a letter to Miss Cootes saying he 
had faithfully obeyed her demand to kill 
himself. 

A new forage plant has been introduced 
into New Zealand. It is called the teosinte 
plant, and was sent by Sir Julius Vogel to 
Mr Murdoch of the Bank of New Zealand, 
Auckland. The plant has been recently 
brought from Egypt, where, when it is 
mowed down, it grows again at tlie rate of 
a foot in four days. It is rich in saccharine 
matter, and highly nutritious. It is a grass 
of a gigantic size, growing in enormous 
bunches. It is a recommendation to those 
who intend to grow it in New Zealand that 
it should be started in. pots, and after all 
danger of frosts is over, planted out. .

It was announced .at a meeting of the Dublin 
Mansion House Coumitbee, ou January .31st, 
that L,33,000 had been received, and LI,5,OU0 
disbursed. Complaints were made of attacks on 
managers of the fund by agitators in America, 
and letters were read from the Rom.an C.itho)ie 
Bishops in Ireland testifying to its impartial 
distribution. The receipt of L2,000 additional 
from New South Wales was announced, making 
a total from the Australian colonics of L21,00l> 
to that date. The Government intends making 
a grant for seed potatoes for Irish small farmers, 
Tho Joss by failure of last year’s potato crop is 
estimated .at L4, 46-1,000. For the week ending 
20th January, three rleatlis from starvation are 
reported near P.arsontown, County Louth, The 
Ri'ght Hon. L. James l.owther, chief secretary 
to t le Loi'd-Lieutenant, denies this. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin Writes that English 
people fa,tl to realise the gravity of the Irish 
crieis, and (hat, Unless protnpi Msistauce be 



forthcoming, tons of thousands of Irish people 
mush die of starvation. Ho complains that 
England has contributed less to the Manaion 
Honse Fund than Molbuurne. Tho Bni-oiiuss 
Bnrdott Gnntts has sent 1-500 to Ireland by a 
special agent, to ensure its proper distriluition. 
Quarrols have arisen in the manngeinout of the 
various relief funds, and it is hoped that me.ans 
will be devised of concentrating tho charities 
under one head. 

Davitt, Daly, and Killen will he tried in 
March. In the meantime the former wilt be 
sent to the Continent to enlist sympathy and 
assistance to the Irish sufferers. Subscriptions 
have been opened at Bombay. One native 
banker gave LI, 000, and French bishops have 
appe,aled to their cures to collect funds for a 
similar purpose. James Keene, of New York, 
proposes to send a shipload of wheat to Ireland 
as his donation. 

A petroleum basin, said to be as extensive 
and prolific as that of Pennsylvania, has keen 
discovered at Borengoin, in Hanover. One well 
yields 4,000cwt. of oil per day. 



American Items. 

A bill making it a misdemeanor for females to 
engage in walking matches is before the New 
York Senate. 

Eleven Chinese were burnt to death in a San 
Francisco laundry. 

Stanton, an Englishman, has won the bicycle 
race for a purse and the championship of 
America. Ho made 50 miles in 3 hours 6 
minutes, II seconds. 

At Springfield, Massachusetts, Mr Parnell, 
M.P., attacked tho veracity of Lord Alfred 
Churchill, who, by cable, denied Parnell’s .state- 
ment that Queen Victoria contributed nothing 
to the Irish Famine Fund in 1847, and also re- 
strained the Sultan of Turkey from giving. 

Jay Gould’s purchase of Central Pacific rail- 
road stock excites attention, and his main object 
is surmised to be to secure tho control of all 
roads having the California routes in their 
charters. 

Denis Kearney, the agitator, has returned to 
California from his eastern tour. 

The Mormons have Utah united as a State, 
which, as they hold the powers, would enable 
them to expel their opponents hy taxation. 
They are also making overtures to several Indian 
tribes for an alliance. 

M’Vickcrs’ theatre, Chic.igo, is illuminated 
by the electric light, a loc.al electrician having 
anticipated Etiison aud overcome the difficulty 
of dividing the current. 

Mackay, the Bonanza magnate, gives 10,000 
dollars to the Irish Relief Fund, jmd the Nevada 
Bank of San Francisco 2500 dollars, 

There is great distress among the poorer 
fishermen in Canada, aud efforts are makieg for 
their relief. 

At Ottawa a small pox victim was rescued 
alive from a coffin after the gravedigger had 
partially covered it with earth. The grave- 
digger heard a noise, and, inquiring into tho 
cause, succeeded in saving the mifortuiiate. 

The people of Lucan, Ontario, suspeetiig a 
family named Donnelly of an .act of incendiinsiu 
and other offences, formed .a vigilance committee, 
attacked the Donnellys’ house, murdered all five 
inmates, fired the building, and consumed the 
bodies at the same time. It was a fearful affair, 
and caused great excitement. Four arrests have 
been made, one of the piisonerc being a constable 
at Ottawa. 



Directions for Using Dynamite, &c. 

As dynamite is now being used very ex- 
tensively in mitung rjperations and for blast- 
ing purposes, tlie following directions how 
to use tlic various explosivo compounds, we 
take from the Ballarat Siar:— 

As tbe use of nitro-glycerine compomids 
(lithofractenr, dynnmite, &c.) by persons who 
are unacquainted with tl^eir special proper ics is 
a frequent cau^e of accident, the inspector of 
explosives and analyst to the mining depart- 
ment, Mr J. Cosmo Newberry, has framed the 
following suggestion for the giiidaucc of those 
who employ these compoiiiida in mining 
pursuits: — 

1. In mines these explosives should be kept 
in a metal box witli a hinged cover, 

2. Frozen cartridges slioulcl be thawed in a 
double metal box, the outer compartment being 
filled with warm water, 

3. Frozen cartridges should not be placed on 
any metal, stone, or brickwork directly heated 
by fire, 

4. Frozen cartridges should not bo placed in 
bore-holes, as they are not exploded by ordinary 
detonators. 

5. Packages containing cartridges must be 
kept dry, 

6. Packages showing any exterior Waatcr 
damage ahoukl be carefully examined to sec if 
any nitro-glyccriiie had exuded frooi the cart- 
ridges. 

7. Damaged packages must not be struck with 
with any metal or hard substance or roughly 
handled. 

8. Any nitro-glycerine which has exuded 
from cartridges should be absorbed by some 
soft, dry substance, such as infusorial earth, 
sawdust, or blotting paper. 

9. Waste material containing nitro-glycerine 
and fragments of cartridges must not be thrown 
into water ; they should be destroyed by firing 
with a detonator, or by mixing them with ;in 
excess of sulphate of iron (copperas) or by burn- 
ing in small quantities at a time in an open fire. 

10. In burning the waste caro fihonhl betaken 
not to inhale the fumes. The fume or vapor of 

; nitro-glycerine is more poisonous than the sub- 
stance itself. 

11. Bore-hotes in wet grouud should not be 
bored upwards. 

12. In wet ground a holo must not be put in 
below a missed shot. 

13. Missed shots must not be bored out. 

14. Charges in wet ground should be fired 
directly after cliarging. * 

15. Bowilcr must not be charged on top of 
dynamite or lithofracteur. 

16. Charges should always be fired by a 
detonator 

17. The primer with cap affixed must never 
be ratnmed. 

18. The cartridges should pass easily^ to the 
bottom of the bore-hole, Cartrhiges that fib tho 
hole tightly must nob bo forced down by ram- 
liiing. 



English Freemasonry, 

During the yoar 187!) t.lio income of tlia 
tliroe Haaonic cliaritahle institiltioni flcrivotl 
L44,638 lls 9J. For llio yo.av 1877 it 
arnountefl to over L42,000, but in 1878, in 
cnnSBqiicncB of tlie doprossion of trade, and 
public charity being largely divovlod to other 
cbatinels, it fell to L40.312 4s 3d. Notwith- 
standing the continned depression of the year 
1879 the araoimt has not only risen, but has 
far exceeded that of any former year. The 
Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution, for 
the third year in anooeasion, heads tha list 
with L17,781 12 lOd, or L3,009 more than it 
obtained in 1873. The second place on tho 
list, which in 1878 was taken hy the Royal 
Masonic Institution for Girls, was in 1879 
taken by the Royal Masonic Institution for 
Boys, with L13,776 6s lOd; or over L2,0QB 
more than in the previous year. The girls’ 
school takes the third place with L13,025 
12s Id, or about L160 in excess of its income 
of 1878. Included in the Benevolent Institu- 
tion’s L17,781 12s lOd is the amount of 
L2,685 4s 4d for dividends on stock for a 
year and a, half, and Ll,207 lOs represents 
the same source of income for the girls’ school 
for one yoar included in the amount of 
LI 3, 025 12s Id. Out of the L13, 776 Cs lOd, 
the income of the hoys’ school, only L305 is 
attributable to dividends, the sum invested 
being only L8,5000. The Benevolent Institu- 
tion has between 300 and 400 male and female 
annuitants on its books. Tho boys’ school 
houses, clothes, maintains, and educates 215 
boys ; and the girls’ school 205 girls. These 
institutions depend entirely on the voluntary 
bounty of the craft. In addition to these 
large amounts contributed to the institutions 
the Lodge of Benevolence, which meets at 
Freemason’s Hall on tlie last Wednesday but 
one in every month, dispensed in the year 
1 879, to distressed Freemasons and the wide ws 
and orphans of deceased Freemasons, the 
sura of L8,238, exceeding the amount dis- 
pensed in 1878 by L3,264. The largest sum 
voted at any one meeting was LI, 035, and 
the smallest L390. 



A Monster Blast. 



For some months past, Mr Robb, the con- 
tractor for the Victor Harbor Breakwater, has 
been making prepai atiuiis for a monster blast on 
the eastern enil of Granite Island, and this 
explosion, which took place on Tuesday after- 
noon, was an immense success. Last Tuesday a 
great hhist was fire<l, with the object of getting 
a steep f.ice to tliat end of the island, and the 
result exceeded expectations — about 40,000 tons 
of stuff being disphiced. The enormous chasm 
thus made was completely cleared out before 
Tneeday, leaving a high perpendicular face to 
operate upon. Behind this a tunnel was driven, 
running about north and south from side to side 
of the point of the island, and from this various 
drives were made to the eastward. On the sur- 
face the course of the main tunnel w.as indicated 
hy a line of pitch nr black paint, and red spots 
showed the position of the powiler. Wo 
were nn.ahle to ascertain how much powder was 
used, Mr Robb, for business reasons, preferring 
not to cnraimmicate this information. The 
quantity has been varionsly stated at 9 to 15 
ton-s, and probably 10 tons are not far from the 
true amount. A little dynamite was used for 
detonating purposes. The shot w-as not, as in 
April, fired by electricity, hut simply in the old- 
fashioned style, with a fuse. As the time 
approached for firing, .and minute after minute 
slipped away, the spectators naturally became 
somewhat excited, and this feeling reached a 
crisis when the rush of the crowd back from tho 
end of the fuse showe 1 that the torch hail been 
applied. Very quickly after this there was an 
awful and somewhat prolonged roar, accompanied 
by a prolonged r.attling sound, as if the island 
was boina split to atoms. .An enormous shower 
of earth and stone w.as shot up to a great height, 
ami fragments of rook fell far out to sea, soma 
of the missiles coming very near to the steamer. 
A dense cloud of dust .and smoke bung over the 
scene of the explosion and around it, aud a con- 
siderable time elapsed before this cleared away 
sufficiently to di.sclnso what had happened. 
Ajdeution was directed, first of all, with great 
anxiety, to a group on tho jetty, for stones fell 
all around them; but fortunately, no one was 
struck. The blast was a magnifioout success. 
'I’he whole point of the island was knocked into 
chaos, completely lifted np, and tumbled about 
in a most fantastic style. Besides thousands of 
tons broken np into useful sizes, there were 
blocks of granite weighing hundreds of tons 
each, rollud over, some lying on the top of other 
blocks of equal size. Tho scene was very ;irand, 
and it seemed difficult to believe that such a 
wreck of matter cmdd have been effected by 
artificial ageiicv. A’ cry little damage was done 
to the works, though blacks of granite weighing 
several tons e.ooh were blown over the railway 
line. One rock fell on a solid heap of largo 
timber, and scattered it, shattering some con- 
siderably. Large fragments dropped very near 
the mortar crane, and a stone smashed the 
chimney of its engine. There was little earth in 
the dislodged stuff, so the contractor has every 
1 'e.ison to be satisfied. About 50,000 tons were 
moved .— Australian Register, Feb. 8. 



“Atlas” ill the IFor/tl, a Home paper, 
writes There is, 1 believe, no reason to doubt 
the troth of the statement current in society 
last week, to tho effect that the two sons of tho 
I’liiicG of Wales, now serving on board the 
Bacchante, have been iiichioed by some foolish 
companion to allow themselves each to be 
tatoood mi tho nose with an anchor emblem.
